shall be placed at property owners* 
expense. 


T h a t there are not enough boys in 
the G ettysburg High School, who do 
not smoke cigarettes, to enable the 
school to put out a creditable track 
team was the statem ent made Friday- 
evening by Prof. W alter R. Reynolds, 
of the faculty, before the meeting of 
the Parent Teachers* Association. 
The local High School was selected 
to send a team to the big meet at 
State College on May 2 but when the 
available m aterial was looked 
over, 
it was found that so many of the boys 
were addicted to the cigarette habit
